GOUIN RETURNED TO POWER 


Quebec Gives the Liberal Premier 
the Third Term in Office 


Montreal.—The Quebec Provincial 
elections resulted in the return of the 
Gouin Government by practically the 
same majority which it had in the 
last house. 

By the redistribution act, passed at 
the last session of the legislature, sev- 
en new seats were added, and while 
the opposition captured two of these 
It lost two others, thus making the 
gross gain in the Liberal majority in 
the new house seven. 

The members of the cabinet were 
rejected, the only one to suffer defeat 
being the Hon. Charles Devlin in Te- 
miskamingue. Mr. Devlin was, how- 
ever, successful in Nicdlet county. 

Premier Gouin was elected by a 
large majority in both Port Neuf and 
8t. John’s. 

Mr. Tellier, opposition leader, was 
reelected in Joliette, but two of his 


leading lieutenants, Armand Lavergne | 
and Jules Provost, both of whom ran | 


in two counties, suffered defeat in one, 
Mr. Lavergne winning in Montmagny 
and losing in Montmorency, and Mr. 
Prevost suffering defeat in L’Assomp- 
tion and winning in Terre Bonne. 


But little interest was manifested in | 


the elections, the indifference oncc 
amounting to apathy in the English 
districts of Montreal. 

The Government appealed to the 
people on its good record, while the 
opposition charged it with extrava- 


gance, citing the erection of a $3,000,- | 


000 gaol and $600,000 technical school 
in Montreal as examples, and con- 
tended that the money could have 
been better spent in advancing the 
interests of primary education in the 
rural districts of the province. 

Good roads also figured, the Gov- 
ernment relying upon its programme 
and the opposition contending that the 
money could be spent to better advan- 
tage, alleging that the Government's 
policy tended to favor those roads 
which would be largely used by auto- 
mobiles to the neglect of those which 
were of great value to the farmers. 


Liberal Grant for Brandon Fair 


Brandon, Man.—According to Mr. 
Watson Griffin, Brandon's newly ap- 
pointed publicity commissioner, the 
added grant of $1,000 just voted by 
the council to the fair board should 
prove a splendid investment for the 
city. This makes a total of $6000 ap. 
propriated for the Brandon fair thi3 
year. Since the first of the year the 
commercial travellers association has 
increased ite membership by about 24 
per cent. and through their efforts a 
widespread publicity campaign in the 
interest of Brandon is being waged on 
both sides of the International bound 
ary line. Brandon's summer fair 
grounds comprise about 83 acres; and 
many leading firms, both Canadian 


and foreign are listed among the 
prospective exhibitcrs. Since the 
signing of the new, street railway 


franchise many large and small real- 
ty deals are being recorded at stead- 
ly advancing prices; and many in- 
quiries are coming in from Canadian 
and British investors indicating a 
widespread interest in the future of 
the city. Brandon's population is 
now about 16,000, 


Take Cue From Manitoba. 

Regina.—A movement has _ been 
started among the old-timers in Sask- 
atchewan to ask the Dominion Govern- 
ment for a grant of land to the orig- 
inal settlers, following out the pre- 
cedent established in the case of Man- 
itoba. A meeting was recently held 
at Moosomin, where the proposal was 
mooted.. Old-timers’ organizations 
throughout the west have been asked 
to take it up.

They staked their all on one 
crop—wheat and other grain—and that 
crop though large was not a success. 
The result, as we all know, has been 
losses by bad harvest weather caus- 
ing damp and wet grain, losses caused 
by the farmers floodiug the market 
through making a mad rush to sell it. 
The results we also see: notes over- 
due at the banks, storekeepers’ ao- 
counts unsettled, machinery unpaid 
for, wholesale and manufacturing 
firms Gunning for the money dae them 
by the weatern farmers. 


To use a trite saying, “our farmers 


and all that were left was the 

mests to pay fer a year’s work.

“mixed farming” is good farming, sale 
farming and profitable farming.

It is not by confining themselves to 
srowing crops of grain. That is their | 
smallest source of revenue, The mak: | 
ing of butter and cheese; the raising 
and fattening of hogs, sheep and cat- | 
tle for the butcher; the breeding of | 
horses; the growing of roots and vege- | 
tables for market, all contribute to! 
the British farmers’ bank account and 
enable him to pay high rents to his! 
landlord. Here, in this northwestern | 
Canada, the land is fertile. The farm- | 
ers have no rents to pay. But when! 
ad sensons come, as come they will, | 


} the single crop on which the farmers | 


wholly depend, is a failure, and the | 
majouity of them are brought to the} 
brink of ruin. Diversified farming! 
would remedy all this. 

Now, we will give a brief glance 
at Ontario, and see what mixed farm- 
ing has done for that province. Fifty 
years ago, grain growing had result- 
ed in impoverishing the land to such | 
an extent that in large districts it | 
would not grow anything to yield a. 
profit.. The dairy industry has work- | 
ed wonders in improving these con- 
ditions. For instance, look at the! 


county of Oxford. ‘The land is now 
fertile and will grow anything. Good 
large brick barns, comfortable and 
large brick and stone homes have re- 
placed the ramshackle, dilapidated log 
buildings, and there is an air of com- 
fort and prosperity on every farm. At 
Woodstock and Ingersoll, markets are 
held every week at which are to be 
seen cheese buyers from all parts of 
the province, and even from Britain. 
The quality of the cheese is equal to 
any in the world and commands the 
highest prices. In other parts of that 
province the result has been equally 
satisfactory. 

The factory system prevails, mostly 
in Ontario, but there are a great 
many private dairies which are very 
profitable, though the farms are small, 
few of them exceeding one hundred ° 
acres. For example, the writer knows 
of farms of that size where twenty 
to twenty-five milk cows are kept and 
the milk is made into cheese and but- 
ter and sold in the local markets. 
The dairies are operated on the most 
improved principles, a member of the 
family thoroughly learning the busi- 
ness in one of the many nearby cheese 
factories. All these farms give a 
good profit to their owners. Their 
handsome horses and the well-dressed 
and good-looking sons ana aaughters 
of the house, as they go to church 
on Sundays in their double-seated 
buggies, bear unmistakable testimony 
to the success of mixed farming.
